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This is in response to the Office Action dated March 25, 2003. In response to the restriction 
requirement, applicants elect the claims of restriction Group I, claims 1, 2, and 4-10 directed to 
composition and method of use for further prosecution in this application. 

In addition, the Examiner has requested an election of species. Specifically, the Examiner has 
requested that Applicants elect a specific formula I for cyclic depsipeptides wherein each R group is 
specifically defined, and the Examiner has requested that Applicants elect a specific formula X for 
piperazines wherein each R group is specifically defined. Applicants elect formula I for cyclic 
depsipeptides wherein

Applicants elect piperazines of formula X wherein R 13 and R 14 are hydrogen. 

In addition, the Examiner stated claims 1 and 3-10 are in the form of "use" claims, and the 
Examiner requested the claims be amended to the "method of using" format. The claims have been 
amended as requested (see pages 3-6).
